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Constituents have been in touch with me expressing their 
concern about news reports that U. S. intelligence agencies 
provided assistance after World War XX to Klaus Barbies a 
high-ranking officer of the Nazi party. 
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These reports do need to be fully addressed, and I would 
appreciate having your comments as to just what involvement 
the CIA had in this particular case.
